The ticket of nine was elected in 
yesterday's election, and of the ticket 
of fifteen L. J. 'Cardon, C. 8. Crook­ 
shank, 8. H. Finley, John Cubbon, E. 
B. Smith and George 8. Smith were 
elected. 
That makes the board of 
fifteen 
freeholders as follows:

An­ 
drews, manufacturer; Dr. J. M. Bur- 
lew, physician; Charles F. Hell, cel­ 
ery and sugar beet grower; John Mc- 
Fadden, hardware merchant; J. G. 
Quick; real estate agent and loans; 
Herbert P. Rankin, dry goods 
mer­ 
chant; W. C. Roberts, grammar school 
principal; W. B. Tedford, banker;*R. 
J. Thompson, retired; L. J. Carden, 
real estate agent; C. 8. Crookshank, 
banker; 8. H. Finley, civil engineer; 
John Cubbon, banker; E. B. 
Smith, 
Jeweler, and G. 8. Smith, undertaker. 
The vote cast was light, the total 
vote being 927 out of a registration 
of 4273. By wards the number of votes 
cast was: 
First ward, 167; second, 
192; third. 209; fourth, 177; fifth, 182. 
The polls closed at 6 o’clock, but it 
was after IO o'clock before the vote 
was completed, Ward No. 3 being the 
last to make its report to City Clerk 
Burke, who was in his office to re­ 
ceive the returns. Not until that re­ 
port was received was It determined 
whether John Cubbon or Dr. A. R. 
Hervey would make the fifteenth man. 
When the total from Ward 3 was in 
it was found that Cubbon was elected 
by five votes. Before then It was con­ 
ceded that M. R. Henmger, J. E. Lie­ 
big, G. W .‘Minter, J. Reinhaus, F. A. 
Ross, A. C. TIede, J. A.* Turner and 
B. Uttley had been defeated. 
The ticket of nine. known as the 
ticket brought out by the representa­ 
tives of some of the women's clubs, 
was given substantial support yester­ 
day in two or three of the wards by 
workers stationed at the polls, and 
the proportion of women voting 
In 
comparison to men voting was large. 
C. 8. Crookchank, L. J. Carden and S. 
H. Finley, who were on the ticket of 
fifteen nominated ad a result of a con­ 
ference of the City Trustees, and tho 
directors of the Santa Ana Chamber 
of Commerce and the Merchants it 
Manufacturers' Association, and who 
were endorsed by those backing the 
ticket of nine, received 
the 
three 
highest votes. Crookshank 
got 827, 
Carden 772 and Finley 766. 
The returns of the election will be 
canvassed next Monday evening by 
the City Trustees, and 
Immediately 
City Clerk Burke will file certificates 
of election of the fifteen freeholders 
elected. From that date the freehold­ 
ers board has 120 days in which to 
prepare a charter and report it to the 
City Trustees, to be then submitted 
to a vote of the people of Santa Ana. 
City Attorney Heathman

that 
there Is nothing in the law setting a 
date for the meeting of the board for 
organisation, but it Is thought that the 
meeting will be held very soon after 
the certificates of office are filed. 
The question of the liability of the 
city to pay the expenses of the free­ 
holders board will have to he settled. 
In San Bernardino the olty attorney 
held that there is.no provision In the 
law allowing the city to pay for legal 
ald or for a stenographer. There 
is 
a provision allowing extra help for the 
city clerk that may be construed as 
giving the olty authority to pay for 
clerical help needed by the freehold­ 
ers board.

The report that the school bonds, 
$200,000 high school and $25,000 gram­ 
mar school, had been sold was receiv­ 
ed with general satisfaction by the 
school board. 
Assured that the money would be 
forthcoming as soon as the bonds are 
printed and sold, the school 
board 
called for bids for the erection of a 
new eight-room grammar school build­ 
ing to be erected at the 
corner of 
Fairview 
avenue 
and 
Broadway. 
These bids are to be opened on July 
23 
Architect 8turges of Los Ange­ 
les met with the board last night, and 
final revision of the plans and specifi­ 
cations was made. 
The board plans 
to get this school completed as soon 
as possible in order to relieve 
the 
crowded condition of the schools 
In 
the southern part of the city. 
The three men of the board were 
pronounced In favor of buying 
five 
acres more for the polytechnic high 


school site. The two women who are

U. S. SECRETARY OF TREAS­ 
URY STINGINGLY CRITICISED 
BY HIS RESIGNING ASSISTANT 


WASHINGTON. D. CL. July 3.—J, 
Platt 
Andrew, 
assistant 
secretary 
of the treasury, today resigned in a 
letter containing such stinging criti­ 
cism of Secretary of Treasury 
Mac- 
Veagh, that it may start an adminis­ 
tration scandal. Writing to President 
Taft, Andrew, 
criticising 
Sqgretary 
MacVeagh for his "indecision and at­ 
titude of hostility toward minor of­ 
ficials," alleged that practically the 
head of .every department in the bu­ 
reau-had had trouble with the secre­ 
tary. In the Taft letter he said: 
"Toward the many higher treasury 
officials, he displayed 
an 
aversion, 
suspicion and distrust, whioh In view 
of these officials being men of 
his 
own cholos, would seem Inexplicable 
in a man of normal mind. For months 
at a time, he refused to speak to of­ 
ficials with whom he should naturally 
have been in constant personal com­ 
munication." 
"For a long time 
the 
transaction 
of much of the treasury business was 
at a stand-still, and an outbreak 
of 
some kind was Imminent. Many able 
and energetic officials were compelled 
to bear the brunt of harsh criticisms 
from people who have suffered inter­ 
minable delays in their business with 
the department for which the secre­ 
tary alone was responsible, and at the 
same time were compelled to submit 
to harsh 
criticism 
from 
Secretary 
MacVeagh himself lf he 
di^overed 
that they had ventured to act upon 
some m atter of 
minor 
importance 
without awaiting his decision." 
An­ 
drew declared 
that Treasurer 
Mc- 
Clung had had only one brief in te r 
view with the secretary during the 
year. Director Ralph of the Bureau of 
Bngraving, Is alleged to 
have been 
similarly treated. 
"In my cass/' Andrew wrote, "with 


an office adjoining and communlcat 
ing with Secretary MacVeagh’s office, 
and although I am supposed to be hts 
representative in dealings with nine­ 
teen bureaus, I have not been allowed 
In the aggregate, a total of one hour's 
conversation with him including pri­ 
vate interviews, during

Andrew alleged that his letters to 
MacVeagh on departmental 
matters 
were either unanswered altogether or 
not for months. He claims that his 
secretary bas a

that his subordinates are conspiring 
against him.

PROGRESSIVE, "BRAKES 8ET,” OR 
CONSERVATIVE "WITH MOVE ON?" 
Friends, as well as enemies,—for 
he has his share of both—of Thomas 
Riley Marshall, Democratic governor 
of Indiana, have as yet been unable 
to make up their minds whether he 
is a progressive “with brakes set" or 
a conservative “with a 
move 
on." 
Governor Marshall smiles indulgently 
and says that it is six of one and half- 
a-dozen of the other, so what's 
the 
difference? 
Either phrase fits the Hoosier gov­ 
ernor equally well. Like nearly all the 
others who went after the 1912 Dem­ 
ocratic presidential nomination, Gov­ 
ernor Marshall came into the lime­ 
light on a wave of reform but the In­

Mills' Proposal to Take a Crack

ANAHEIM, July S.—Monday even­ 
ing the Anaheim Board of Trade de­ 
clined to pass a resolution inimical 
to the proposed 1100,000 bonds for 
building bridges. 
The 
proposal to 
hit tho bonds was made' by A. 
Mills, who thought he had discover­ 
ed something wrong In the plan of 
the Board of Supervisors la that It 
was not made certain th a t. the 
biridgee at Yorba and Olive 
would 
be replaced with new bridges. 
Supervisors Talbert and 
Struck 
were present at the meeting of the 
Board of Trade. 
It seems that the 
plan of 
the 
Board of Supervisors is to provide 
first for the bridges that lie slops 
the proposed state highway through 
this county. 
The county board has 
pledged its 'word to the state high­ 
way commission that those bridges 
will be built. It is the plan of the 
supervisors to build strong bridgss 
all over the county, Anding that 
wooden bridges are a constant bill 
of expense,' and the Olive and Yorba 
bridges will be replaced 
with 
the 
right kind of bridgee. 
After Mills had made his talk, the 
directors of the Board of Trade vot­ 
ed against his proposal to strike at 
the bonds, and it Is generally under­ 
stood that the Board of Trade is for

According to advices received by 
cable last night, the monarchs will 
pass through the United States, and 
Los Angelos is one of the pointe of 
lntereet on the royal Itinerary. 
The announcement that their Ma­ 
jesties are seriously considering the 
acceptance of 
invitations to 
visit 
America and the 
Latin states was 
made public in the form of a cable­ 
gram to the 
Spanish legation at 
Buenoa Ayres. Simultaneously the 
Spanish ambassador at Mexico City 
was informed of the proposed visit, 
and atepa were at onoe taken to re­ 
ceive the royal pair with a1! the 
pomp and ceremony due to their ex­ 
alted station. 
The decision of Don Alfonso to 
cross the Atlantic before the end of 
the year is lnterpretsd by diplomats 
In 8panlsh-speaking countries as an 
indication of his sympathy with the 
proposed defensive and commercial 
alliance between the 
Latin states, 
with a view to curtailing American 
expansion.

material 
changes in the method of promotion 
and graduation of pupils in the coun­ 
ty grammar schools. 
Hitherto grad­ 
uation and promotion have been bas­ 
ed almost entirely upon three exam­ 
inations, the 
questions 
for 
which 
were prepared by the county board 
Under the new plan 
there 
will be 
three examinations, the 
first 
and 
third with questions prepared by the 
board, and the second with questions 
prepared by the teachers, each teach­ 
er for hen own class. 
The 
second 
examinations may be given 
at any 
time after the twelfth week of school 
and not later than the 
thirty-sixth. 
That examination and the markings 
for daily work are to count half in 
the consideration of 
graduation or 
promotion, the two county board ex­ 
aminations to count the other half. 
Hitherto the board has required an 
average of seventy-five per cent for 
passing a pupil, but had no minimum 
marking, f rom now on no pupil will 
be graduated who falls below sixty 
per cent in any subject. 
Hereafter music and 
drawing are 
to count fifty credits each—each be­ 
ing ranked as a half-subject.
